Newspapers throughout the coun- 
try have since taken up the cry: 
“Expel Riberi for interfering in the 
affairs of the Chinese govern- 
ment.” Many papers have stated 
that “all people’s groups are de- 
manding the expulsion of Riberi 
from China.” 


The Shanghai Daily, Red organ 
there, stated on May 30 that “all 
democratic parties in Shanghai 
strenuously object to Riberi’s at- 
tempt to restrain the patriotic 
movement of Catholics.” On the 
following day it reported a “dis- 
cussion meeting” of all youth 
groups which demanded the expul- 
sion of “the imperialist Riberi of 
Nanking who covers himself with 
the garb of religion.” 


The People’s Daily initially at- 
tacked the Archbishop Riberi for a 
cireular letter he sent to all Bish- 
ops in China. The letter stated that 
a greatly publicized “manifesto of 
793 Catholics” was issued without 
his knowledge or approval. The 
Archbishop made it clear that he 
could not agree with the wording 
of the declaration which approved 
the three “autonomies” being de- 
manded of all Churches by the re- 
gime: self-rule, self-support and 
self-propagation. 


The 64-year-old Monaco-born 
prelate has not left China since his 
arrival there in December, 1946, 
when he took over the post of Pap- 
al Internuncio to China. He was 
named to that post in July, 1946. 
While many other diplomats left 
Nanking before that city fell to 
communist forces, Archbishop Ri- 
beri remained. He had previously 
held diplomatic posts in Ireland 
and Bolivia. 


Working with Archbishop Riberi 
at the internunciature office in 
Nanking are Msgr. Joseph Caprio, 
Italian-born auditor of the nunci- 
ature, and the Rev. Herman Un- 
den, its Belgian-born secretary, 
who was previously a missionary 
in China. 


Meanwhile reports reaching here 
indicated that a new wave of in- 
timidation against all loyal Cath- 
olics is sweeping Red China. The 
widespread “denunciation” and 
“accusation” meetings are bringing 
terror to all. 


About a half-dozen foreign Bish- 
ops in China are in prison. An- 
other half-dozen are under house 
arrest. A terrific pressure has also 
been placed on native Bishops. Any 
Chinese refusing to fulfill his 
“natriotic duty” through failure to 
subscribe to the regime’s “inde- 
pendent church” program is in 
danger of being denounced as a 
“reactionary” or “counter-revolu- 
tionary.”

History proves that no State, ancient or modern, ever 
existed without religion. Religion is the corner-stone 
of order in any State. Destroy religion and you an- 
nihilate the State. “The nation that will not serve God 
shall perish.” 

When we say that religion is necessary to the 
existence of the State, we do not mean that the State 
should necessarily have an established religion; but we 
do mean that unless the inhabitants of a country are 
embued with the spirit of religion, unless they acknow- 
ledge the God to Whom they are accountable, they will 
not observe the civil laws, when those laws can be 
evaded to their advantage and without fear of detection. 

On what grounds can the State command obedience 
to its law, if it ignore God and God's law? If civil law 
be not founded on the law of God, then it has no solid 
foundation; no government ignoring the existence of 
God and man’s accountability to his Maker can long 
command the allegiance of its citizens, except on the 
ground of physical force. In this state of affairs, it 
would be might that would make right—a doctrine that 
is destructive of all human order.

The first duty of a good citizen is to serve God 
accordiing to his conscience, and the second duty is 
included in the first, and is like it a religious duty, 
namely, to obey the legally constituted authorities and 
to serve one’s country, if necessary, even unto death.

Leo XIII began by saying that 
the Revolutionary spirit, so long 
aflame in political affairs, had 
leaped into social and economic 
life. Tinder for these revolutionary 
ideas was a social situation marked 
by extremes of wealth and poverty, 
an utter disregard for the human 
dignity of workers and a neglect 
of religion and morality. In the 
Pope’s own words: “A small num- 
ber of very rich men have been 
able to lay upon the masses of 
the poor a yoke little better than 
slavery itself.” 


To remedy these evils, the ex- 
treme Socialists—or, as we call 
them today, the Communists—pro- 
pose a new system. The foundation 
of this new program is the common 
ownership of all things under gov- 
ernment administration, By var- 
ious arguments, Pope Leo showed 
that the rejection of private prop- 
erty was against the nature of 
man. 

No remedy to modern social ills 
was possible, the Pope continued, 
without the Church. He did not in- 
tend to imply here that a return to 
Christianity would of itself estab- 
lish a just social order. Even if all 
men were practicing the Christian 
virtues like St. Thomas More, we 
would still need good laws and 
sound economic institutions, such 
as better business bureaus, labor 
unions and the like. What the Pope 
meant was that, without Chris- 
tian virtues, the best laws and best 
institutions would avail little.

New York—(NC)—Communists 
around Trieste—at the southern 
end of the Iron CGurtain—are 
among the staunchest defenders of 
the pastor of a nearby shipping 
town, according to a letter received 
by War Relief Services—National 
Catholic Welfare Conference here. 


The letter, from Msgr. Joseph 
Harnett, WRS-N.C.W.C. represen- 
tative, told of the activities of the 
Rev. Luigi Sartori, pastor at the 
town of Muggia. Father Sartori 
himself in a recent letter thanked 
American Catholics for helping his 
poverty-stricken people. 


Communists as well as Catholics 
in Muggia have risen to Father 
Sartori’s defense whenever he was 
denounced by Reds. The main

Last ve Day, Father Sartori 
held a breakfast party at his quar- 
ters for shipyard workmen who did 
not wish to join the usual com- 
munist demonstrations.

Paul Blanshard, the bellweather 
of the anti-Catholic forces in the 
United States, is back doing busi- 
ness at the same old stand. 

But how much business he will 
do with his new book, “Commun- 
ism, Democracy, and Catholic 
power,” is questionable. 


Indeed, despite all the publicity, 
he did relatively little business 
with his first book. It sold 180,000 
copies, according to the jacket of 
its successor. 


That may seem a lot, but when 
you consider (1) that these sales 
have been over a period of two 
years, (2) that a considerable pro- 
portion of them was in quantity

The Western or democratic world 
is menaced by Stalinism, and, in 
its resistance to the latter, is 
tempted to regard Catholicism as 
a staunch ally. But, Blanshard ar- 
gues, this is a mistake. 

Actually Stalinism and Catholic- 
ism are indistinguishable twins. 
Hence the democracies, and par- 
ticularly the United States, are 
making a fatal mistake in associ- 
ating their cause, even opportun- 
istically with Catholicism. 


Flits Through History 


It is notable that never once does 
Blanshard compare Catholicism 
and Communism as philosophies of 


ves. The contrast would be too 
glaring, and the absurdity of his 
thesis too manifest. 

Nor does he give a comprehen- 
sive, representative review and est- 
imate of the long history of Cath- 
olicism. Instead he flits through 
two thousand years of that history, 
landing here and there to pick up 
a discreditable bit, but vaulting 
over vast areas of solid, magnifi- 
cent accomplishment. 

He is so bitterly, so patently un- 
just and distortive as to appeal 
only to the fanatic boob. 
Catholicism, according to him, 
is a betrayal of the Master, Christ, 
an agglomeration of superstitions 
and magic stuck together over 
many centuries by power-mad pre- 
lates whose single objective was 
the enslavement of the masses of 


en. 

His “proof” of this assertion is 
a really hilarious misrepresenta- 
tion and misinterpretation of a few 
scraps of history. 

Stalinism, too, is a betrayal, this 
time of the master Marx, an agglo- 
meration of superstitions and mag- 
ic stuck together over three dec- 
ades by the power-mad Stalin 
whose single objective was the en- 
slavement of the masses of men. 

There is here no scrutiny, much 
less criticism, of the original 
Marxist ideology, which of course 
was materialistic and secularist, 
anti-spiritual and anti-human, 
pseudo-scientific and pseudo-demo- 
cratic; and this is readily under- 
standable in-view of Blanshard’s 
notorious prejudices of the very 
same sort. 

It evidently has never occurred 
to the author that Stalinism devel- 
oped logically and inevitably out of 
Marxism, just as twentieth-century 
Catholicism developed logically and 
inevitably out of first-century 
Catholicism. 


Leers And Sneers 
Despite his pious protestations, 


Blanshard is attacking the Catholic 
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religion as such, in its substance 
and essence, not merely in its tem- 
poral accidents. 

Brandishing (but never defining) 
words like “enlightenment,” “sci- 
ence,” “literacy,” and “democracy,” 
he leers and sneers at the spiritual 
and the supernatural, maintaining 


American and accept these. 

To be a good American, he sug- 
gests, one must reject the spiritual 
and the supernatural and conform 
to a_ national religion of which 
Blanshard is to be formulator, law- 
giver, and pope. 

It is significant, surely, that not 
a few Protestant thinkers have be- 
gun to discern, with alarm, that the 
Blanshard assault ts on religion 
as such, on religion properly so 
called. 

In this book one meets again all 
the shabby tricks which charact- 
erized Blanshard’s previous ap- 
pearance. There is the trick of sel- 
ectivity—e.g., alluding to Pius XI’s 
encyclical excoriating munism, 
without any indication that the 
same pontiff wrote encyclicals ex- 
coriating Fascism and Nazism. 
There is the trick of false par- 
allels—e.g., pairing of Inquisition 
of hundreds of years ago with 
Stalin’s purges of today, and evad- 
ing the question of relative number 
of victims on the grounds that “I 
am not concerned here with the 
number.” 

There is the trick of outright lie 
—e.g., that Catholicism is working 
for a war against Russia. 

There is the trick of smearing— 
e.g., of Cardinal Mindszenty. 
There is the trick of sensational 
suggestion—e.g., that vocations for 
the priesthood and the religious 
life are obtaining by “recruiting .. . 
largely based on the guilt feelings 
of youth and adolescence about 
sex.” 

There is the trick of the false 
assum ption—e.g., that you must 
accept the propriety of birth pre- 
vention or “close your mind against 
modern knowledge.”

There is the trick of working 
both sides of the street—e.g., on 
the one hand, citing the Index as

A Training School 


A true Sodality of Our Lady 
gives a continuous training in 
Catholic Action, but that train- 
ing is intensified every year in its 
special Summer Schools of Catholic 
Action. 

The Summer School of Catholie 
Action was founded in 1931 by 
the Reverend Daniel A. Lord, SJ. 
Although Father Lord is now con- 
centrating on writing, lecturing, 
and other work, and is no longer 
Director of the school, he is still 
one of its teachers, The present 
Director of the Summer School of 
Catholic Action is Rev. Thomas S. 
Bowdern, S.J. : 

This year the Sodality will see 
its Summer Schools come, as it 
were, of age, for they are moving 
into the twenty-first year. Right 
now a “traveling university” of 
Catholic Action is on tour in eight 
different cities. It was in St. Louis 
June 11-16 and Omaha June 18-28. 
The other schools: Duluth, June 
25-30; Spokane, July 9-14; Hous- 
ton, July 30-August 4; Erie, August 
138-18; New York, August 20-25, 
and Chicago, August 27-Sept. 1. 

In the past 20 years 115,359 
students have attended 87 schools, 
and it is estimated that the 125,- 
000th student will register in either 
New York or Chicago—the last 
two schools on the itinerary.

He Seeks Federal Census On Religious Beliefs 


RisHor NOLL has always been | 


““ interested in the problem of 
just how many Catholics there are 
m the United States and where 
they are located. The statistics in 
The Catholic Directory are hardly 
reliable, based as they are on re- 
ports from pastors—reports that 
are too often inaccurate if not ob- 
solete. 


In 1934, the Bishop decided to do 
what he could to remedy this situ- 
ation. Louis Kenedy, publisher of 
The Directory, was at the same 
time vice-president of the Associa- 
tion of Statisticians of American 
Religious Bodies. The Bishop wrote 
him, asking whether his organiza- 
tion would back a plea to the Unit- 
ed States Bureau of Census for the 
inclusion of three’questions in the 
forms to be used by census-takers 
in 1940.

However, the point at hand was 
lying. Some may prefer to call lies 
“flights of fancy,” “hallucinations” 
or even aids “to imaginative think- 
ing.” One may argue long and loud 
about the respective merits of spar- 
ing or not sparing the rod and 
perhaps we will discuss that in an- 
other column. 


Likewise, one may hold for the 
value of teaching fairy tales to 
children and we have no particular 
objection to that. We heard many 
of them in our “toddle-days” and 
we also seem to recall that Christ 
himself taught many a lesson via 
the parable. But no one can argue 
about the propriety or impropriety 
of lying, no matter how innocent 
or helpful it may seem under the 
circumstances. Our issue was with 
the Brooklyn College psychiatrist 
who condoned lying under these 
conditions. 


We were amazed at the number 
of letters such as the above from 
Catholic parents who stated they 
could see no objection to children 
lying occasionally. They did not 
think this should be taken serious- 
y and some went on to say that 

ey thought their children “would 
eventually grow out of it.” At least 
they were willing to take that 

At the same time it must be said 
that not even one writer cared to 
dispute that lying was intrinsically 
evil, i.e. wrong itself, regardless 
of circumstances. Of course, to 
that one would have to quarrel 
with St. Augustine, St. Thomas and 
a host of other philosophers and 
theologians! 


We do not necessarily advocate 
“licking it out of them” as the only 


means to curb lying in children. 
But we do say that firm means 
must be adopted wherever this 
fault crops up. 


When a child needs a bath his 
parents do not take him aside and 
cautiously explain how terrible it 
would be if he allowed the dirt to 
collect for a lifetime. They are not 
necessarily fearful of shattering 
any illusions he might -have about 
the joy of being dirty. They give 
him a bath whether he likes it or 
not, whether it helps his imagina- 
tion or not. 


How much better off the world 
would be, if a Mother had taken 
in hand some of our diplomats or 
world statesmen when they were 
very young and “licked it out of

An authoritative review of the 
events which lead te the present 
crisis in China. 


The author quotes from United 
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CHARLIE CALLAHANS 
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NE of the most important issues in the world of sports 
at the moment concerns the pros and cons of television. 


And readers of this column, 


judging by correspondence of 


the past few months are very interested in the stand int 
of Notre Dame, with reference to college football. About 


10 days ago, the Rev. John J. 


of the University of Notre Dame, 
issued a statement which I con- 
sider the most important pro- 
nouncement on the issue. It has 
appeared before, although not al- 
ways in its complete form. Still, I 
feel that there are thousands of 
Notre Dame followers who have 
not read it as yet. Therefore, I am 
reprinting it as this week’s 
column: 

“For some days now the Uni- 
versity has been said to be under 
considerable pressure to declare 
itself in the present television con- 
troversy. The impression has been 
somewhat widespread that we are 
to throw our influence to one side 
or the other and perhaps help 
bring the issue to settlement. 


“Since the Dallas meeting last 
January, the Television Committee 
of the NCAA has spent long hours 
in formulating a plan to control 
live television this Fall. We are not 
unmindful of the problems that 
face them, nor are we in anyway 
unfriendly to the members of the 
Committee, one of whom is our 
own Athletic Director, Mr. Edward 
Krause. We have studied the plan 
which the NCAA Committee pro- 
poses and have not come out pub- 
licly either for or against this plan, 
because after having read it we 
find ourselves very apprehensive 
about some of its implications. 
Now we hope that the issues which 
the plan seems to raise can be 
clarified. 


“Let us assume that the inten- 
tions of the Television Committee 
are good, that the end the Commit- 
tee proposes, namely the restrict- 
ion of the use of television for the 
genuine good of intercollegiate 
athletics is desirable; and then. let 
us ask this question: May any 
means be employed to reach this 
end? 
“We think all will agree that an 
organization such as the NCAA 
must not exceed in its actions the 

wers granted to it by the mem- 

r institutions and defined in the 
Constitution. A somewhat careful 
reading of the Constitution of the 
NCAA fails to reveal that this 
Constitution sanctions the exercise 
of power exemplified by the plan 
for the control of live television 
this Fall. 

“For example, the plan consti- 
tutes the NCAA as the agent 
that will negotiate for certain, 
and only certain, games to be 
televised by an individual school. 
It also imposes upon the school 
a 60% tax on the monies received 
from television. In our minds 
neither of the actions can be 
squared with the first purpose 


Cavanaugh, C.8.C., President 


set forth in Article II of the Con- 
stitution of the National - 
ate Athletic Association, namely, 

‘The purpose of the Association 

is the upholding of the principle 

of institutional control of, and 
responsibility for, all collegiate 
sports.” 

“The Constitution of the NCAA 
in no way provides, as far as we 
see, that the NCAA should act as 
an agent for any individual school, 
either in the scheduling of games, 
or in the coverage of these games 
by radio, television, or any other 
means of communication. Neither 
do we think that the Constitution 
gives the NCAA or any conceivable 
Committee of the NCAA the power 
to levy a tax of 60% that would 
create a fund of several hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 


“Assessing the membership for 
legitimate expenses is one thing, 
but such an arbitrary levy of 60% 
as proposed by the Television Com- 
mittee is simply beyond the power 
set forth in the Constitution and 
granted by the member institu- 
tions. For the set-up of a Commit- 
tee with such powers it would have 
been necessary to amend, or add to, 
the Constitution. 

“Let us again assume that the 
Committee had a good purpose in 
mind when it proposed’ these 
modes of action. Still we think 
that both in theory and in prac- 
tice it is extremely dangerous to 
countenance any such dictatorial 
powers on the part of any such 
Committee. If these powers were 
admitted, what would prevent 
some future committee from us- 
ing exactly the same powers to 
tell a school how many games it 
might play, or where it might 
play them, or to levy a 60% tax 
on the proceeds from ticket 
sales? 

“We think, then, under the pow- 
ers presently proposed by the plan 
of the Television Committee, these 
other dictatorial actions could just 
as legitimately be proposed, and we 
doubt that member institutions 
would have countenanced such pow- 
ers on the part of this Committee, 
if the implications were made fully 
clear. 


Press Discrepancies 


“We would like to note at the 
same time, certain discrepancies in 
the official pronouncements in the 
press regarding this plan. It was 
stated on behalf of the Committee 
that the plan had been approved 
by the vote of the National Con- 
vention in Dallas. We would like 
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to recall that what was approved 
was a ‘moratorium’ on live tele- 
vision and some control for live 
telecasts without any 

detailed plan being mentioned, We 
doubt very much that the member- 
ship of the NCAA would overwhel- 
mingly approve, or approve at all, 
the implications contained in the 
plan as presented. 


“Secondly, we note that in ans- 
wer to the request by the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania that the plan 
be gaee to the Attorney - 
eral for a decision as to its legal- 
ity — certainly a question that be- 
sets anyone who has studied the 
= — it was stated that the plan 

ad already been presented to the 
Attorney General by members of 
the Committee. 


“It is our understanding that a 
brief was presented to the Attor- 
ney General covering the back- 
grow:'! of the Committee action, 
but by no means was the plan 
in its ¢oncrete details presented 
to the Attorney General; and so 
far as we know there was cer- 
tainly no approval given by the 
Attorney General. 


“Underneath all the considera- 
tions brought before the public to 
justify the action of the Television 
Committee, has been the basic rea- 
soning that the whole structure of 
intercollegiate athletics in this 
country depends upon the proceeds 
from intercollegiate football. While 
we do not question this dependence 
as a fact, we would very seriously 
question whether or not it repre- 
sents a situation that is actually 
for the good of intercollegiate 
sports. 


“We think that the importance 
placed upon football receipts has 
spawned many of the unhealthy 
conditions which admittedly have 
surrounded intercollegiate football 
during these past years, and has 
led to a great deal of condemnation 
on the part of the general public, 
who criticize many current athletic 
practices as big and possibly scan- 
dalous business. 


“Even if football does factually 
carry the rest of the athletic pro- 
gram in many institutions, we 
fail to see why it must, of neces- 
sity, do so, or why football 
should be saddled with this bur- 
den as an unquestioned and in- 
evitable policy. 


“Conceivably, state schools could 
support their intercollegiate ath- 
letic program by allocation of 
funds from the legislature. Private 
schools might do so by including 
the cost of their athletic program 
in their student fees. In any event, 
we do not see that the economic 
importance of intercollegiate foot- 
ball is something that must be per- 
petuated by any and all means, and 
we hardly think that it is an in- 
violable argument that should be 
constantly presented in favor of 
the the undue powers requested by 
the NCAA Television Committee 
as if the wisdom of the argument 
were agreed to by everybody. 


Supports NCAA Unity 


“We, too, have the firm inten- 
tion of supporting the unity of the 
NCAA and the good it has fost- 
ered in the field of intercollegiate 
athletics. But we do realize that 
this is a time for leadership and 
fearless thinking and speaking on 
the part of those who guide the 
destinies of athletics in this great 
country of ours. We certainly wish 
to cooperate in any program which 
is for the over-all good of athletics 
in this country, but we do not see 
this “good promoted by blindly 
acquiescing to very dubious prin- 
ciples and procedures simply be- 
cause such policies and procedures 
are forced into practice under 
threat of boycott in the scheduling 
of games with schools that dis- 
agree. Reason, not force, seems the 
proper resort for the settling of 
such issues. 

“We would like to have estab- 
lished first of all that such pol- 
icies and procedures are in the 
long run actually for the good of 
intercollegiate sports; we want 
to be made reasonably sure be- 
fore we concur. If there is any- 
thing that we can do for the 
present and future benefit of in- 
tercollegiate athletics, we may 
be called upon for full cooper- 
ation. 

“Thus far we have, at the cost 
of possibly a half-million dollars, 
in the face of a sizeable deficit in 
university operations, abstained 
from taking any definite stand on 
the problem of televising next year. 
In the present dilemma we would 
prefer to abstain altogether from 
televising, or to televise for noth- 
ing, rather than be forced to co- 
operate in policies and procedures 
which, in our minds, ve very 
er ye implications.

Even Dr. Eck told Luther at 
the Leipzig Disputation that the 
inspired: and Canonical character 
of the books of the Bible could be 
known only by the divine authority 
and tradition of the Catholic 
Church. He quoted against Luther 
these words of St. Augustine: “I 
am compelled to believe the Gos- 
pel only on the authority of the 
Catholic Church” (Contra. Epis. 
Fand. Maniche, Ch. V). 


Luther placed himself above 
the Bible when he called Revela- 
tions “neither apostolic nor prophe- 
tic,” when he called the Epistle of 
St. James “an Epistle of straw,” 
because it contained “his crazy 
doctrine of good works” (Grisar, 
V., 521-522). 

Dr. Dallmann seems not to take 
into account that the Bible which 
Protestants have today represents 
possibly the thousandth transcrip- 
tion of earlier versions, copied a 
hundred times each century by 
monks in Catholic monasteries, who 
could have certainly made mistakes 
in copying so big a work, as earlier 
translators could also have made 
mistakes; yet Protestants accept 
a version which is a translation of 
translations and one among thou- 
sands of manuscript copies, with- 
out even questioning its accuracy. 

While Catholics do the same 
they are consistent, because they 
believe in the infallible authority 
of the Church, which declared the 
Vulgate, for instance, to be an ac- 
curate translation of the original. 


Free From Grave Error 


When the Vulgate was declared 
authentic and officially guaran- 
teed, it was not meant that every 
word of the original was rendered 
in the Latin text, but that this 
text was free from error in every- 
thing relating to faith and morals, 
and was substantially faithful to 
the original writings, with which 
they can no longer be compared be- 
cause the originals have been lost. 

Rejecting the authority of the 
Catholic Church, Protestants, if 
they were to debate the question of 
the authenticity of their Bible, 
would have to be able to prove that 
the text, in every verse and word, 
conforms perfectly to the original 
writings. But they could not prove 
that, because only “copies” of those 
original writings are in existence, 
and the copies themselves could 
have been faulty. 

The Protestant scholar Bulsen 
mentions 3,000 inaccuracies in Lu- 
ther’s German translation. 

Dallmann quotes from the 
Epistle to the Hebrews, which Lu- 
ther for a time rejected as “not 
apostolic.” Then Luther added the 
word “only” in Romans 2:30 and 
4:15, and added the word “alone” 
in Romans 3:28. In modern trans- 
lations of the Bible that word 
“alone” has again been omitted, 
but Lutherans have not ceased to 
insist that it belongs there even 
though it is not contained in the 
Epistle quoted.

Dur- 
ing the 15 centuries she had the 
Bible all to herself, she could cer- 
tainly have destroyed it and the 
modern world would not be the 
wiser. 


If she wished to have it em- 
ployed only in her own cause, she 
could have altered it to suit her 
pleasure, and the modern world 
would either have to accept the 
Catholic Church’s version or re- 
pudiate the New Testament alto- 
gether. 


For centuries she employed in 
her monasteries monks, whose 
whole time outsidg of prayer and 
work, was devoted to the tran- 
scription of the Bible by hand, 
and until the thirteenth century on 
parchment or vellum. A _ single 
copy of the Bible would, therefore, 
represent years of labor and great 
expense.. Only the wealthy would 
be’ able to purchase one of these 
copies; but the parish churches 
had a copy, a huge and costly vol- 
ume, usually illuminated, which 
was placed open on a table in the 
middle aisle of the church so that 
the faithful could have access to 
it. 

The “chained Bible” of fiction 
was the “open” Bible. It was 
chained to the table or to the floor 
in order that it might not be stolen. 
One might as well charge the rail- 
road companies with “chaining” 
the “Time Table” of train schedules 
so that people could not use it— 
for the time table is usually 
chained at the window-guard. But 
isn’t it also “open” for the one pur- 
pose of having the people use it? 


We could quote Protestant his- 
torians at great length in proof of 
the fact that Catholics of the 
Middle Ages, who could not possess 
a hand-written copy, knew the 
Bible far better than do any Chris- 
tians of the world today. The 
theatres they attended showed ex- 
hibitions of Christ’s life, of His 
miracles, of the full gospel story, 
so that people’s minds actually be- 
came saturated with the Bible. 


In his “Faith of Our Fathers” 
the late Cardinal Gibbons, speaking 
of the Bible, wrote: “It is our 
earnest wish that every word of the 
gospel may be imprinted on your 
memory and on your heart.” 

Shortly before that all the Cath- 
olic Bishops of the United States, 
assembled in the Council of Balti- 
more, wrote in their pastoral to all 
Catholics: “It can hardly be neces- 
sary to remind you that the most 
highly valued treasure of every 
family, and the most frequently 
and lovingly made use of, should be 
the Holy Scriptures. We trust that 
no family can be found among you 
without a correct version of the 
Holy Scriptures.”

Christ, as was brought out by a 
number of surveys taken in par- 
ishes by Protestant pastors. 
The latest report from an Epis- 


copal parish in Richmond, Vir~ 


ginia, reveals that one-third of 
his people seldom went to 
church; that a considerable 
number did not know what they 
believed about Christ; some of 
them were not sure that there 
was a personal God; others hesi- 
tated to accept the Scriptures as 
divine revelation. Most of them 
are simply nominal members 
with no definite convictions con- 
cerning separate religious doc- 
trines. 

Such people would not be rec- 
ognized as parishioners in a 
Catholic parish. The census of 
Catholics would probably run to 
33,000,000 or even 35,000,000 if 


pastors counted all nominal 
members, whether they were 
supporters of the Church or not, 
whether they made their Easter 
duty or not. 


The Catholic Directory, list- 
ing only the latest census of par- 
ishes, reported the number of 
Catholics at the end of the year 
1950 as 28,634,878. 


Every fourth baby born in the 
United States last year was bap- 
tized in the Catholic Church. On 
this basis our Catholic popula- 
tion should exceed 37,000,000, or 
a number as great as the mem- 
bership of all Protestant 
Churches combined, even includ- 
ing the nominal membership. 


A canvass of Protestants in 
Indianapolis, gathered by Meth- 
odists a couple of years ago, dis- 
closed that two-thirds of the 
Protestant membership was only 
nominal, The Yearbook of the 
Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America for 1949 con- 


firmed this as true of the entire|' 


Protestant membership. It rep- 
resented that most Protestants 
attend church services only a 
couple of times a year, such as 
Christmas and Easter.

Family Shrine To Mary

Blessed art thou among women, and blessed is the fruit of 
thy womb. And whence is this to me, that the mother of my 
Lord should come to me?—Luke 1; 5-6. 


A YOUNG lady of. striking 
beauty comes hastily over the 
hills to visit her cousin, to assist 
her at the birth of her son. 


No sooner does the former cross 

the threshold, than the latter 
reets her as, “the Mother of my 
ord.” 


Mary does not deny the honor, 
but her humility bursts forth in 
that sublime canticle of praise, the 
well-known “Magnificat”: “My soul 
doth magnify the Lord; and my 
spirit hath rejoiced in God my 
Savior.” 


Mary visits Elizabeth and Jesus 
sanctifies John! Marvelous visit! 
This is Mary’s first recorded visit, 
after she became the Mother of the 
Incarnate Word. But it is not her 
last. Even after her life on earth 
is over, this gentle Lady, this 
Queen Mother, continues to visit 
the children of her mystical family. 

Many of the more pronounced 
visits of Mary to her children have 
been the occasion of the erection of 
shrines to her honor. Every con- 
tinent, every country, has its shrine 
to Mary, even if the exact site was 
not designated by Mary herself in 
a particular apparition. 

Lourdes and Fatima can boast 
magnificent basilicas; so can Lujan 
in Argentine and Guadalupe in 
Mexico City. The Irish call on Mary 
at Knock; the Belgians at Beaur- 
aing;. the Germans at Altoetting; 
the Swiss at Einsedeln. 


In England thousands of persons 
are still forming long lines to visit 
the statue of Our Lady at Heaton 
Norris, near Stockport, Cheshire, 
upon which crowns of roses were 
placed in 1947, 1948 and 1949. Not 
a petal has fallen thus far. Their 
fragrance remains. 


In 1947 the Archbishop of Ceylon 
obtained permission from the Holy 
Father, Pope Pius XII, to erect a 
great Basilica at Tewatte, to honor 
Our Lady of Ceylon, in fulfillment 
of a vow he had made if the island 
were spared the horrors of war. 
It was! 

Negotiations are under way with 
the government of Turkey for the 
erection of a large shrine to Mary 
in Panaghia Kapuli in Ephesusfi, 
where tradition says Mary lived 
for a time.

It is a 
family project that never dies. 

All through the spring, summer 
and fall months, the children of the 
family vie with one another in 
caring for “Mary’s corner” of the 
garden or the lawn,—trimming the 
shrubbery, weeding the flower 
beds, providing, in some cases, bou- 
quets of fresh flowers. At times 
vigil lights are lit during the fam- 
ily rosary in the evening. 

Even the snow-covered winter 
shrine is a beauty, and a tribute 
to Mary, though often the statue 


or picture must be brought indoors, 


and an indoor, table shrine suffice 
for the winter months. 

Such outward marks of love and 
veneration to Mary will not go un- 
recompensed by Our Lady of the 
Family. 

These little outdoor shrines also 
provide appropriate settings for 
the larger gatherings, such as the 
Block Rosary. Indeed they need not 
be elaborate, Each fangily can and 
should keep within its own econom- 
ic limits. Mary will show equal 
love to the poorest little home- 
made shrine, built by a family rich 
in love of God! It is the amount 
of divine love in the heart that 
gives value to the gift. This open 
expression of a family’s devotion 
to Mary will be an inspiration to 
others to do likewise.

prompted by curiosity about their 
origin, birth, etc. and how to get 
across to adolescents the rather 
delicate story of the changes that 
take place within growing young 
bodies at that time. 


This parent came away from the 
fathers’ session with a keen sense 
of appreciation of two things: his 
own responsibility in the matter 
and the fine job the Church is do- 
ing to help parents do their job! 
No matter how you look at it—no 
matter how you may try to be- 
fuddle the issue in your own mind 
in an effort to avoid facing it— 
the responsibility of educating 
children on sex matters rests upon 
the parents who begot them. 
Along with our one-session 
“course” on the subject of impart- 
ing sex education to the young, 
we saw a motion picture that is 
beiag used throughout the country 
in public schools and elsewhere to 
train youngsters in their éarly 
teens on matters relating to sex. 
The film shows a teacher in a 
public school giving the informa- 
tion to a mixed class. It tried 
hard to attain an air of sophistry 
and outspoken candor that served 
to shock its Catholic viewers rath- 
er than impress them. The almost 
unanimous reaction was: “I would- 
n’t want my son or daughter in- 
structed on such an important mat- 
ter in a mixed group and in such 
a would-be blase manner.” 

The significant thing about this 
secular film is that not once—even 
by implication—is the name of 
God or His influence in procreation 
mentioned. Nor is the factor of 
parental love brought into the pic- 
ture. 

The emphasis is on sex in its 
worldly concept. It represents to 
every thinking, conscientious par- 
ent a blunt warning—unintention- 
ally, of course—of what could and 
most likely would happen if the 
responsibility of sex education 
were taken over on a national 
basis. 

The jolting thing about such an 
eventuality is what would happen 
when the project more or less in- 
evitably fell into the hands of the 
freethinkers, the advocates of free 
love and other exponents of im- 
morality and promiscuity who

In a certain community on Long 
Island, the parent-teachers group 
in a public school attempted to 
sponsor a showing of the film men- 
tioned above in the district schools.

It isn’t enough, however, for Cath- 
olics to block such programs — 
commendable as the action is! They 
have got to see to it that their 
children get the right kind of ed- 
ucation on sex matters within the 
friendly confines of their own 
homes! 


There isn’t a pastor in this coun- 
try who isn’t aware of the im- 
portance of this problem. Great 
numbers of them have made it 
possible for parents to obtain the 
information on how to fulfill their 
obligations on the matter of sex 
education of their children in all 
age categories. There isn’t a pas- 
tor who won’t help parents to get 
the information. 


If we don’t want the responsibi- 
lity to-be taken over in the future 
by bureaucrats—with all of its 
attendant dangers—we had better 
awaken to our responsibilities.

Yeoosar Bishops 
Found Bound Like 
Slaves In Wreck 


Trieste —(NC)— The Bishops 
were tied together like. ancient gal- 
ley slaves, making it difficult for 
rescuers to extricate them from the 
debris. 

This was the general comment of 
Yugoslavs who rushed to the scene 
of a train wreck in Croatia. The 
train carried a group of Religious 
and political prisoners being trans- 
ferred from Zenica prison in Bos- 
nia-Herzegovina to one in Croatia. 

News of the reaction of witness- 
es of the train wreck has reached 
here from unquestionably reliable 
sources. The Bishops were the 
Most Rev. Peter Cule, Catholic 
Bishop of Mostar, and the Serbian 
Orthodox (schismatic) Bishop of 
Sarajevo, Varnova Nastic, a form- 
er U.S. citizen. Both suffered 
broken legs as well as other in- 
juries, particularly around their 
bound wrists and arms. 

Bishop Cule was sentenced to 
ten years’ imprisonment in 1948 by 
a Tito “people’s court.” Bishop 
Nastic, a vigorous opponent of 
Tito’s communist regime, has also 
been held in jail for several years. 

The two priest-prisoners were 
both killed in the accident, which 
resulted from a locomotive smash- 
ing into the prison car standing on 
a siding. They were only identified 
as an Orthodox and a Catholic 
priest. 

The information received here 
added that, Tito’s propaganda to 
the contrary, there has been no 
improvement in the general relig- 
ious situation in Yugoslavia. The 
vaunted amnesty for 11,000 pris- 
oners by Tito on December 31, 
1950, it was pointed out, included

Priest For Defending Papal 
Ties, Infallibility Dogma 


Tokyo—(NC)—The impossibility of any person answer- 
ing the false propaganda against the Catholic Church in 
China today is borne out by the Peking People’s Daily edi- 


torial accusations against the 


Rev. Tchen Che Min, member 


of the Catholic Central Bureau of China. 


The forty-year-old Roman-trained priest defended the 
doctrine of Papal infallibility and — 


cited the necessity of Chinese 
Catholics adhering to the Holy 
Father, in a small pamphlet en- 
titled “The Holy Catholic Church.” 
The treatise forms the basis of the 
attack against Father Tchen. 


The June 10th editorial of the 
Peking People’s Daily is one of a 
series of accusations against indi- 
vidual members of the Catholic 
Central Bureau. This organiza- 
tion, set up to coordinate relig- 
ious, cultural and educational ac- 
tivities of the missionary church 
i: China, has come under severe 
propaganda attacks following the 
recent Red denunciation of Arch- 
bishop Anthony Riberi, Apostolic 
Internuncio to China in Nanking. 
Communist newspapers refer to 
the CCB as “a tool of Riberi.” 


Father Tchen, private secretary 
to Archbishop Riberi, has also 
been attached to the staff of the 
CCB for the past two years. Orig- 
inally from -Wanhsein Diocese in 
Szechwan Province, he was edu- 
cated and ordained in Rome in 
1939 and holds degree in canon 
law and philosophy. 


It was under the auspices of 
the CCB that Father Tchen wrote 
his essay on the Church; pointing 
out to Chinese Catholics that unity 
with the Holy Father is a funda- 
mental dogma of Catholic Faith. 
There is no question of his attack- 
ing the government in China at all 
but the Peking People’s daily — 
regarded as Red China’s Pravda— 
makes out a case for itself through 
certain quotations from» the pam- 
phiet. The paper states that 
“Tchen Che Min expressly says 
that the three autonomies reform 
movement did not spontaneously 
arise from the people’s deep patri- 
otic sentiments but in fact was 
imposed upon the churches from 
without. According to his words 
the propaganda about the three 
autonomies is pure fabrication.” 
That it is a fabrication is obvious 
from reports received from mis- 
sionaries. (The regime demands of 
all churches the three “autono- 
mies” of self-rule, self-support 


and self-propagation).
